‘Older Americans 

Month’ reveals 
productive folk 

May marks tha 21 st year that America has 
celebrated Older Americans Month. 

During those years the country’s opinions 
that older people are a liability have changed 
to realize that they are actually a marvelous 
resource, ready to utilize a lifetime of skills 
arwl experience through volunteer service. 

There are about 355,000 senior volunteers 
through Older American Volunteer Programs 
which are administered by ACTION, the na¬ 
tional volunteer agency. These programs in¬ 
clude the Foster Grandparent, Senior Com¬ 
panion and Retired Senior Volunteer Programs 
(RSVP). 

Foster Grandparents are low-income men 
and women 60 years of age or older who give 
individualized attention to children with special 
or exceptional needs. They serve four hours 
a day, five days a week, and receive a small 
stipend which enables them to serve. 

Love, consistency, dependability are the 
common denominators of the Foster Grand¬ 
parent Program. And “dedicated, committed 
and practical” would be the list of adjectives 
to describe the Senior Companion Program. 
Many of these latter people provide care to ter¬ 
minally III patients In hospices. They also help 
frail elderly people to defer institutionalization 
or work with care-gIvIng teams of professionals 
to enable clients to leave an Institution earlier 
than without that assistance. 

The third group Is the RSVP network that 
includes about 332,000 non-stipended volunteers 
serving at nearly 740 projects, fulfilling every 
conceivable serviced need within their commu- 
nitlee. They might supervise youthful offenders 
at soma Job rather than having the youth in¬ 
carcerated. 

These are Just a few more reasons why 
Senior Citizens should be remembered during 
tMs month saluting them. They are a remarkable 
source of help and talent from whom we should 
all learn.

I would like to commend 
the Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment for their excellent 
work on the recent structure 
fire in our city. 

The quick response of 
personnel and equipment 
made possible the saving of 
other structures in the close 
proximity. 

Due to efficient salvage 
work by fire personnel much 
of the contents of the home 
were saved, although the 
structure itself was almost 
destroyed. 

Department members on 
the scene were considerate 
and caring towards the vic¬ 
tims. 

As a Red Cross disaster 
volunteer, I have made five 
responses in the city of Sierra 
Madre in conjunction with 
the fire department offering 
immediate emergency assis¬ 
tance.

Air conditioning care 
for a cool summer 


Spring is a time for cleaning, 
Sweeping out the old season 
to make room for the new. A 
through spring cleaning should 
include preparing your room 
air conditioner. 

Cleaning Tips 

But first a word of cau¬ 
tion; whenever you work on 
your air conditioning, indeed 
before y^u work on any elec¬ 
trical appliance cut the cur¬ 
rent. In the case of a room 
unit, this means simply pulling 
the plug. Now here are some 
tips. 

• Keep your unit clean. As 
with all things mechanical, air 
conditoners operate most effi¬ 
ciently and economically when 
they are clean. Most important 
in air conditioners, according 
to experts, is the air filter. 

A dirty filter can cut effi¬ 
ciency by as much as 10 per¬ 
cent, and a very dirty filter 
can strain your machine enough 
to damage it. Aiso, vacuum the 
vents to remove all dust, and 
make sure no furniture blocks 
either the supply air vents or 
return air vents. 

Most room models have a 
permanent filter that you can 
wash and reuse. Remove it as 
directed by the use and care 
booklet, taking care not to 
tear it. Then wash it with 
nothing stronger than soap and 
water. Before you put it back, 
spray it with a filter coating 
available at most heating — 
and cooling-supply stores. 

• Keep track of mainten¬ 
ance procedures. Simply place 


a piece of masking tape along 
the inside cover of your unit. 
Record the size of your filter, 
the date it was last changed 
and any other routine main¬ 
tenance information. 

• Examine the outdoor por¬ 
tion of your air conditioner. 
If the unit has been covered 
for the winter, remove the 
cover. Make sure all grass, 
weeds and plants growing near 
it do not block air flow to the 
machine. We recommend that 
at least three feet separate your 
air conditioner and your land¬ 
scaping. 

The coil on a room air con¬ 
ditioner should be examined if 
it is accessible. A coil that is 
caked with mud, grass clip¬ 
pings or other debris should be 
cleaned by a professional. To 
help keep the coil clear, be 
sure to keep your lawnmower 
pointed away from the air con¬ 
ditioner when cutting the grass. 

Set Thermostat 

When you are ready to start 
up your unit, turn the thermo¬ 
stat to a seting several de¬ 
grees below the current room 
temperature. The air condi¬ 
tioner should begin to operate. 
Give it a few minutes to “cool 
down” and listen for any un¬ 
usual noises. If you hear any, 
turn off the unit and call a 
repairman. 

And remember, if after tak¬ 
ing proper care of your air 
conditioner, you have any pro¬ 
blems please call us. We’re air 
conditioning experts, thorough¬ 
ly trained to keep you cool."

Most of us have exper- 
ienced taking a garment 
from the closet only to find ■

there before. If the garment 
contained acetate fiber, 
chances are they were the so 
Called “Sublimated Dye 
Stains.” 

Here’s what happens. 

On most dark acetates, 
manufacturers use a yellow 
topping dye to make the 

color more brilliant. Unfortunately, this dye vola¬ 
tilizes. Worse yet, white and pastel shades of acetate 
have an affinity for it. The yellow dye rises as a 
gas, is attracted towards the lighter acetates, and 
settles on the exposed surfaces of folds and creases. 
It will even enter at the top of a garment bag. 

Since the “sublimated dye stain” is as fast as 
the pastel colors themselves, it’s pratically impos¬ 
sible to remove it without harming the original 
color. Luckily, it occurs only on garments con¬ 
taining acetate fibers. 

Is there an answer? Yes: Prevention. The dye 
just can’t do any harm where there’s a flow of 
air. So here’s the way to prevent it. 

When storing for winter or summer — put 
light garments in one air tight box and dark ones 
in another. Or, store in separate closets which are 
well ventilated. 

And by all means, store them clean.

City Fire Inspector Bill 
Kramer said the fire was 
controlled by 27 Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Firemen who were 
at the scene for just over 2'/2 
hours. He also reported that 
the fire is under investigation 
and that an electrical prob¬ 
lem is the suspected cause. 

Mueller told the News that 
he felt smoke detectors inside 
the damaged home would 
have prevented the fire.
